Northants survivors of the 
Tunisian beach massacre 
have told of their terrifying 
escapes from the crazed gun¬ 
man who shot dead 39 people. 

Irchester man Graeme Scott, 
43, was sunbathing with his 
family at the Imperial 
Marhaba Hotel, when ISIS 
gunman Seifeddine Rezgui 
opened fire on the beach. 

“We thought it was firecrack¬ 
ers,” he said. “But then realised 
it was gunshots and ran for our 
lives. We were so scared.” 

The family were then rushed 



into a cellar with 20 other peo¬ 
ple, all praying to stay alive. 

But within minutes, the 
attacker entered their hotel, 
intent on killing more. 

Meanwhile at the nearby 
Bellevue Hotel, John Yeoman 
and his wife, both from 
Kettering, had barricaded 
themselves into their room 
with a makeshift blockade. 

They had been sunbathing 
next to the pool when they 
heard the gunshots. 

John then took to Twitter to 
give live updates on the situa¬ 
tion. “We are very scared,” he 
wrote.

Do we even act like 
a top table world 
power any more? 

We spend a lot of money on our Trident 
nuclear missile defence to keep our seat 
at the top table of international politics. 

The circumstances in which we might 
use it without the Americans’ permis¬ 
sion are hard to imagine: probably only 
a war with the United States would do 
it and even then I wouldn’t be sur¬ 
prised if there is a switch in 
Washington that turns off everything 
in the UK if they want to. 

They wouldn’t even need to waste 
missiles on us. 

How times have changed. One hun¬ 
dred years ago we were a superpower. 
We didn’t just sit at the top table, the 
table belonged to us - although it was 
being wrestled over. 

Now, when faced with a border crisis 
at Calais, our response reveals more 
about the true state of Britain’s interna¬ 
tional influence than a multi-billion 
pound nuclear submarine ever could.

It’s a portable fence. 

Don’t get me wrong, as fences go, it’s 
earned its stripes.

Apparently it’s capable of withstand¬ 
ing a 7.5 tonne truck driven at 50mph - 
so as long as no-one cheats and uses a 
larger vehicle going faster it’s pretty 
secure. 

But aside from the awkward symbol¬ 
ism of us trying to renegotiate our posi¬ 
tion in Europe at the same as erecting 
the Great National Barrier Asset of 
Calais, there’s something slightly 
depressing that this is the kind of thing 
we are proudly crowing about these 
days. 

We might well be coughing up billions 
to play the nuclear game but all of that 
superpower pomp fizzles away when 
we do things like this.

Holiday nightmare in Tunisia 


Reporter NICHOLAS BIEBER talks 
to the Northamptonshire survivors 
of the terrifying Tunisia terror 
attack which left 39 people dead 


Northamptonshire survivors of the 
Tunisian beach massacre have told 
of their terrifying escapes from the 
ISIS gunman who went on a killing 
rampage. 

Graeme Scott, 43, of Irchester, was 
staying at the Imperial Marhaba 
Hotel in the beach resort of Sousse 
with his mum, dad and cousin. 

The family had been sunbathing by 
the pool last Friday when they sud¬ 
denly heard what they thought 
sounded like firecrackers. 

But within seconds, Graeme real¬ 
ised it was gunshots, and the family 
ran for their lives. 

They were then rushed inside and 
down to the hotel’s cellar, where they 
joined 20 other people who were all 
huddled together, praying for life. 

But within minutes, the ISIS attack¬ 
er entered their hotel, intent on kill¬ 
ing more. 

Meanwhile next door, at the 
Bellevue hotel, John Yeoman and his 
wife, both from Kettering, had run 
into their hotel room after hearing 
the gunshots while sunbathing next 
to the pool. 

Desperate to keep themselves safe, 


the couple barricaded their room 
with a makeshift blockade - their 
bed and a chair. 

John then went on social network¬ 
ing site Twitter to find out what was 
happening, and shared updates of 
the unfolding events. 

He wrote: “We blocked in our room 
there are sounds of a gun battle, then 
silence. 

“We don’t know if the police or 
army are here. We are very scared.” 

A few minutes after his last tweet, 
he then wrote ‘very quiet now’, 
before posting a picture of his make¬ 
shift blockade with the caption: 
“Hope it’s enough.” 

After an hour of gunshots, the mas¬ 
sacre finally came to an end. The 
attacker had been shot dead by 
police. 

Officers then arrived at Graeme’s 
hotel and told everyone to return to 
their rooms. 

But despite this, Graeme feared 
there was a second gunman on the 
loose. 

“We decided to put a chair up 
against the door just in case there 
was another gunman in the hotel,” 
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he said. “There was no 
guarantee there was 
only one person 
involved in all this. We 
were still terrified.” 

Fortunately, it really 
was the end. And with¬ 
in 24 hours both fami¬ 
lies flew home on emer¬ 
gency flights. 

Describing the flight 
home, Graeme said: “Everyone just 
laid still in their chairs - shocked 
and dazed. 

“But when the flight attendant said 
‘we are arriving at Gatwick’, there 
was a rapturous applause. 

“We were so relieved to be home.” 

Meanwhile John gave one last 
update on Twitter, saying: “After a 
long day and a bottle of red wine to 


numb the experiences of the 34 
hours I’m ready for bed and a cuddle 
with my wife. Night all...” 

Graeme admits he has since found 
it hard to settle back into normal life, 
saying he still hears the gunshots in 
his head when he is asleep. 

“It is going to be hard to get over, 
but the main thing is we are safe and 
none of us have been hurt.”

Three men from Eritrea who 
walked into the Holiday Inn 
in Flore asking for political 
asylum have been arrested 
by police. 

They were among 10 illegal 
immigrants who were dealt 
with in the county by 
Northamptonshire Police 
last Wednesday. 

The amount of illegal immi¬ 
grants found by the police 
that one day was higher than 
normal in the county. 

Police dealt with the first 
case at 3.42am when they 


were called to Swan Valley, 
where they found two illegal 
immigrants from Eritrea 
who had been hiding in the 
back of a lorry. 

While police were there 
they found another man 
from the Sudan hiding in a 
lorry. 

They also got a call at 
6.33am telling of a m an 
(who had illegally entered 
the county from the Sudan) 
walking down the hard 
shoulder of the Ml motorway 
near junction 15. 

Both of the men were 
arrested by police. 

At 10.22am they had a call 


from the Holiday Inn at Flore 
as three illegal immigrants 
from Eritrea had walked into 
the hotel asking for political 
asylum. 

They were also arrested. 

Then at 11.20am, police 
were called to South View in 
Kislingbury where three men 
were wandering the streets. 

All three it turned out were 
illegal immigrants. 

Northamptonshire Police 
are advising lorry drivers if 
they hear stowaways in their 
vehicles to keep the doors 
closed until police arrive 
rather than deal with the sit¬ 
uation themselves.

Ahead of the race, 
Superintendent Mick 
Stamper, who is leading the 
policing of the weekend, 
said: “Northamptonshire 


Police will do everything 
we can to make sure every¬ 
one coming to the British 
Grand Prix has an enjoya¬ 
ble and safe weekend. 

“Crime levels at the event 
are historically low. But 
where there are large 
crowds, people should 
always be aware of their 
surroundings and make 
sure they don’t draw atten¬ 
tion to any valuable items 
they may have in their vehi¬ 
cle, tent or other accommo¬ 
dation.” 

Crime prevention advice 
issued by the police ahead 
of the event includes mak¬ 
ing sure gadgets such as 


mobile phones and com¬ 
puters are security marked 
and tents can be secured 
with padlocks when they 
are not in use. 

Motorists have also been 
reminded to keep an eye 
out for event signs on the 
roads around the track and 
to be aware of temporary 
one-way systems and road 
closures on the A43. 

Supt Stamper said: 
“Improvements to the road 
network around Silverstone 
have reduced delays to a 
minimum, however, 
motorists should still allow 
additional time for jour¬ 
neys to and from both 


Silverstone and the neigh¬ 
bouring area during the 
Grand Prix weekend.”

Just 24 hours later, she announced the sad news 
that Wendy had passed away, saying that she will 
‘never be able to explain in words’ what the ‘small 
act of kindness’ by Foden and Day has meant to 
her and her family. 

In the first Facebook post, which included a pic¬ 
ture of Emily with the Saints players, she said: 


“Just wanted to say a massive thank you to 
Christian Day and Ben Foden for coming to visit 
my nan in hospital today! She unfortunately 
doesn’t have long left and it was at the top of her 
wish list. 

“They made an old lady and one of the Saints 
biggest fans very, very happy. And I couldn’t be 
more grateful for them sparing some time to see 
her. Can’t thank them enough!” 

On Saturday morning Emily, who works at the 
Abington Park Veterinary Surgery in Northampton, 
announced the news that her nan died. 

“I just want to thank everyone again for your 
kind words, unfortunately my nan passed away 
peacefully last night,” she said. 

“Please share this photo so that the world can 
see what an amazing act of kindness these two 
men did for my nan. She was my world, and the 
Saints was hers. Will be in the south stand next 
season cheering for her. I will never explain in 
words what this small act has meant to me and 
my family.” 


20 arson attacks 


could be

A spate of 20 arson attacks have hit two small 
towns in rural Northamptonshire in just four 
months. 

Higham Ferrers and Ithlingborough have 
fallen victim to a sudden rise in deliberate 
fires since March 2015, which experts now 
believe are linked. 

The first spate of fires occurred in Higham 
Ferrers between March 2015 and April 2015. 
There was a total of eight arson attacks in just 
three weeks. Each one occurred at night time 
and often in the early hours of the morning. 

There have since been a further seven arson 
attacks in the town between June 6-27 this 
year. These have also generally occurred late 
at night and the arsonist has mostly set fire to 
conifer trees, bushes and, on one instance, a 
park bench. 

There have also been five arson attacks in 
neighbouring town Irthlingborough, between 
May 31 and fune 23 this year, bringing the 
total of these crimes to 19. 

Many of these incidents have often been 


linked

close to people’s homes and in some cases 
have spread to cars. 

As aresultoftheincidents,Northamptonshire 
Police have launched a special operation and 
have upped police patrols in the Higham 
Ferrers and Irthlingborough areas. 

BBC Crimewatch has also made an appeal 
for information to these attacks in its latest 
Roadshow programme.

Should foreign man be 
deported for having 
murder conviction? 

We reported this week how a minor 
arrest of a Lithuanian man led police 
to discovering he had a murder con¬ 
viction. 

Vytautas Siaulys, 38, of St Leonard’s 
Road, Far Cotton, Northampton, was 
arrested in March on suspicion of han¬ 
dling stolen goods. 

While no further action was taken in 
relation to this arrest, a foreign con¬ 
viction check to the Association of 
Chief Police Officers’ Criminal 
Records Office (ACRO), which has 
access to overseas police files, was 
submitted. 

The check revealed that Siaulys had 
previous convictions in Lithuania for 
GBH and murder and had previously 
been sentenced to two-and-a-half 
years and eight years respectively. 



As a result, the man is being deport¬ 
ed back to Lithuania, and is currently 
in a detention centre. 

But do our readers agree that he 
should be deported? Here is what they 
had to say on Facebook... 

LISACOULSON: He shouldn’t receive 
any punishment in this country if he 
committed no crime here. One crime, 
one punishment. If he served his time 
somewhere else, that should be the 
end of it. I know several people who 
committed crimes in their youth and 
went on to become law abiding citi¬ 
zens in later life. 

BIANCA TODD: So he’s served his sen¬ 
tence, and now he is being deported... 
because of a previous crime... I fail to 
see the social justice in this. 

Instead it would appear to deflect 
from the lack of appropriate action for 
those who reside here illegally. 

(replying to Bianca Todd’s comment) 


KATIE DAWES: Wow! You’re implying 
a murderer has a sense of entitlement 
to be in any country. I believe a person 
that is able to commit murder against 
another person shouldn’t be in their 
native country at all let alone a new 
one! 

(replying to Katie Dawes’ comment) 
STEPHEN ANTHONY MILLER: He 
done his time in prison, I don’t see 
how trapping him in one country 
achieves anything? 

There is a thing called rehabilitation. 

(replying to Katie Dawes’ comment) 
BIANCA TODD: Katie, I think that jus¬ 
tice is for ah and not just those we like 
and those who have behaved well. 

Yes I think that life should mean life - 
but that is a complication in the jus¬ 
tice system, which we need to address 
as well. 

SHELIA MUTTOCK: Let’s start as we 
need to go on, don’t imprison them 
here. Send them back to their prisons 
and let their country keep them, we’re 
paying out enough 

EMMA MCCRUDDEN: And that’s why 
minor crimes should not be ignored 
like many of them are.

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MURDER VICTIM: 76-year-old Karloy Varga who was killed in 2011 

Varga’s death 
was ‘unlawful’

A resumed inquest into the death 
of 76-year-old Karloy Varga gave 
his family the opportunity to 
question the only man who was 
has been arrested and then 
released on suspicion for the 
murder of their father. 

Court One at Kettering 
Magistrates Court was the scene 
of the resumed inquest which had 
been first opened by Senior 
Coroner for Northamptonshire, 
Anne Pember on 8, August 2011. 

It is almost the fourth anniver¬ 
sary of the death of Karoly 
‘Charlie’ Varga being found at his 
home in Cannon Street, 
Wellingborough. 

Police believe Charlie had been 
viciously assaulted in his home 
with a hatchet-like weapon on the 
afternoon of Wednesday 27 July 
2011, shortly after he had let an 
unidentified visitor into his 
home. 

The daughter of Mr Varga, Gail 
Groves (known as Rita) was able 
to question, Elemer Patakfalvi, 
who police arrested on suspicion 
of the murder but who was later 
released. 

Rita Groves questioned Mr 
Patakfalvi as he stood in the wit¬ 


ness box. 

He spoke through a translator 
who translated the questions 
from English into Hungarian and 
then translated the answers back 
into English. 

Mrs Groves asked Mr Patafalvi 
directly: “Did you kill my father?” 
He answered: “I have never done 
anything like that.” 

Mrs Groves asked detailed ques¬ 
tions about what Mr Patakfalvi 
knew and questioned him about 
the statements he gave to police 
nearly four years ago. 

The coroner Anne Pember 
throughout Mr Patakfalvi’s evi¬ 
dence warned him if there was 
any question whose answer 
might incriminate him he did not 
have to answer. Summing up Mrs 
Pember said: “This was the tragic 
death of Karloy Varga who was 
killed in a vicious murder in his 
own home. The only verdict I can 
insert is he was unlawfully 
killed.” 

Speaking outside the court, Mrs 
Groves said: “It has been a long 
and difficult process for our fam¬ 
ily. 

“Elemer Patakfalvi was arrested 
on suspicion of murder for a short 
time but then freed, and as such 
he remains innocent until proven 
guilty. We remain grateful to the 
police for their support.” 


Death caused by helium inhalation 


A 31-year-old man 
from Northampton 
died as a result of 
asphyxia due to heli¬ 
um inhalation. 

A resumed inquest 
at the board room in 
Northampton 
General Hospital on 
Wednesday heard the 
tragic tale behind 
the death of Timothy 
Brown from Kings- 
thorpe. 

Mr Brown was dis¬ 
covered dead in his 


bedroom on January 
20 . 

The court was told 
how he had suffered 
with a variety of 
pains in his body 
since he was six 
months old, when he 
had a twisted testicle. 

The evidence of his 
mother, Nicola 
Brown, was read out 
by the county coro¬ 
ner, Anne Pember. 

In her statement, 
Mrs Brown said: 


“This was my first 
born son, who was a 
kind and loving boy 
with whom I shared a 
special bond. We 
loved him dearly.” 

Giving her verdict, 
Coroner Anne 
Pember said: “This 
was the tragic and 
untimely death of 
Timothy Brown. At a 
time when he felt low 
and depressed, and 
did not want to live, 
he took his own life.”

The Kettering owner of a dog 
that chased a sheep off a 70ft 
cliff to its death has been cau¬ 
tioned by police and ordered 
to pay £100. 

Police appealed for the pub¬ 
lic’s help to identify the owner 
after the death of the sheep in 
Seven Sisters Country Park, 
Essex on June 20. 

A 27-year-old woman from 
Kettering has now come for¬ 
ward and admitted that it was 
her dog that was involved. 

The woman was spoken to 
by police and then accepted a 
conditional police caution for 
the offence of allowing her 
dog to worry livestock. 

She also agreed to pay the 
owner of the sheep £100 and 
to write a letter of apology. 

Response investigator 
Bernadette Peters-Shorter 
said: “People who are prose¬ 
cuted can be taken to court 
and given heavy fines but 
after discussion with the 
owner of the sheep it was 
agreed that a police caution 
was the most appropriate 
punishment in this case. 

“The dog owner is very apol¬ 


ogetic and remorseful about 
what happened. 

“She has said that she will 
never take her dog where 
there are sheep roaming wild 
again. 


“We take reports of sheep 
worrying such as this 
extremely seriously as they 
can cause not only the deaths 
of animals but also upset to 
farmers and other residents 


who see the injuries that can 
be caused. 

“Please keep your animals 
under control at all times so 
that incidents like this can be 
avoided.”

I was on my back, feeling the warmth of 
the grass, admiring the blue of the sky and 
enjoying the fact that I was quite alone. 

My bike was about a body length behind 
me, more or less on the spot where it had 
suddenly slid sideways and left me to con¬ 
tinue forwards over the handlebars. 

It was about the fourth or fifth time it had 
done this to me. I wasn’t hurt. I was, if any¬ 
thing, enjoying the breather and the fact 
that because I was so far behind the main 
group of riders no-one saw me come off. 
That time. 

There was another feeling: a weird kind 
of elation at sliding down a slope sideways, 
speedway style, straightening up but still 
going too fast to hold it on the clump of wet 
grass (or wrong kind of dandelions or 
whatever it was) and then wiping out spec¬ 
tacularly. I thought only 11-year-olds had 
this much fun. 

I was at once glad that I had privacy for 
my splashdown but I also immediately 
wanted to tell everyone about it. 

By this time I was about 60 miles through 
the Solstice 100 mountain bike event, a 100 
mile trek from the Pomfret Arms in 
Northampton that looped around Bedford 
and Milton Keynes via Santa Pod, 
Twinwoods Airfield at Clapham, 
Chicksands, Woburn, Salcey and home. 

That was what the finishers achieved and 
sadly I was not one of them. I did 81 miles 
of the route and 88 miles in total (counting 
wrong turns) and when the sun went down 
I was somewhere southwest of Milton 
Keynes. 

Earlier in the day I had told myself I 
would keep going in the dark and just get 
to the finish whatever it took. 

But the maths was against me. If I had 
managed to maintain my daylight speed 
in the dark I would still be finishing long 
after the Pomfret Arms (the finishing line) 
closed. 

And if I was discovering the hard way 
that I was very much an off-roading novice 
in daylight, who knows what hard lessons 
I would learn in the dark? 

It was a sensible decision to stop (after 
something like 16 hours) and leave the 100 
miles for another day. 

If I thought I was never going to try this 
again I might have thought it was worth-

while to limp in at 2am - assuming I made 
it without breaking myself properly - just 
so I could say I had done it. 

But there is something a bit too good 
about heading out into the countryside 
and being surrounded by nothing but roll¬ 
ing fields and trees. 

It is liberating to travel 80 miles without 
needing to buy a ticket or fill anything up 
with petrol. 

And there is an incredibly satisfying rat¬ 
tle and rolling sound that comes from a 
mountain bike finding its way over the 
terrain. 

Having given myself just over a month to 
prepare, after accepting the challenge 
from Vince Major of mtbepicsUK, I think I 
have learned a bit more respect for the 
experienced riders. 

I should have stopped less, Tweeted less, 
and pushed on with more urgency. 

Most of the 70 odd entrants completed 
the course, although there were a few 
other non finishers. 

One unfortunate rider dislocated his 
shoulder on a heavily rutted bridleway 
behind Santa Pod, so I was luckier than 
some on the day. 

I had many highlights - one came a few 
miles out from Woburn. I was making my 
way around the edge of a field of wheat and 
a wallaby hopped out of the hedgerow and 
into the crops. I’m convinced. Not a rabbit. 
Not a hare. It must have escaped from 
Woburn Safari Park. I was there man. I saw 
it. 

The event raised £240 for 
Northamptonshire Air Ambulance by 
donating part of the entrance fee and after 
a successful first run, looks certain to be a 
fixture again next year. 

Will I be there? I’m 47, so I can’t leave it 
too long I suppose ...

Fiat 500X 

Take a look inside... 


The Fiat 500X joins the 
crossover fray, offering a neat 
and stylish extension of the 500 
franchise. With a choice of front 
or all-wheel drive, some mod¬ 
ern diesel and petrol engines 
and some aggressive pricing, 
this one’s going to be extremely 
popular. 

The front-wheel drive models 
will doubtless prove more 
popular with British buyers who 
are about as likely to take the 
500X off-roading as they are to 
send it round the Nurburgring. 
You’ll need to pay attention to 
the badging. A 500X Cross Plus 
has all-wheel drive but a 500X 
Cross merely looks as if it does. 
This being Fiat, we get a range 
of excellent engines right from 
the get-go. The petrol engines 
comprise a 109bhp 1.6-litre 
E-torQ and the more sophis¬ 
ticated I 38bhp 1.4-litre Turbo 
MultiAir2 unit. Go diesel and 
you’re looking at the smooth 

I I8bhp 1.6-litre Multijet II for 
front-wheel drive applications 
and the 138bhp 2.0-litre Multijet 

II if you want four-wheel drive, 
the latter being mated to a 
nine(!)-speed automatic trans¬ 
mission. The manual ‘boxes get 
six speeds, unless you’re looking 
at the entry-level 1.6-litre E- 


torQ transmission, which makes 
do with five ratios. Fiat has also 
developed 168bhp 1.4-litre and 
184bhp 2.4 petrol powerplants 
for this car, both with the auto 
and all-wheel drive. 

There will always be resist¬ 
ance to any manufacturer that 
extends the scope of a retro re¬ 
issue beyond that of the original 
car. People lambasted MINI for 
doing just this with cars like the 
Countryman and Paceman, but if 
the job is done well, the buying 
public eventually comes round. 
Fiat look to have learned some 
lessons from the launch of the 
500L - a car that should have 
probably worn ‘600’ badges - 
and applied them to the 500X. 

It looks the part and continues a 
long tradition of small all-wheel 
drive Fiats, so it’s not just a 
bit of a wheeze dreamed up 
by some kid in the marketing 
department with the ink still wet 
on his MBA certificate. 

The styling is neat and assured, 
it fills a genuinely useful gap in 
the range, succeeding the Sedici, 
and the engineering that under¬ 
pins it is all reassuringly right and 
exact. Fiat has priced it aggres¬ 
sively, equipped it generously 
and it’s got enough room inside 
to fulfil that crossover remit.

Northamptonshire made themselves firm 
favourites to beat leaders Lancashire following 
an afternoon session that saw the visitors 
increase their first innings lead to over 300 
runs. 

Resuming on 31-1 after lunch, the middle peri¬ 
od of a steamy third day’s play was dominated by 
20-year-old Ben Duckett who appeared to be 
playing a different game from his fellow batsmen 
as he moved towards his second century of the 
match. 

At the other end, Lancashire’s bowlers enjoyed

Australian James Faulkner found himself on a 
hat-trick for the second time in the game after 
dismissing Rob Keogh (20) and Richard Levi (0) 
LBW in successive deliveries.
